Anſwer. 


Notwithſtanding this ſeeming Difference ; 
there is nevertheleſs a ſweet Accord between 
theſe. two Apoſtles; they both ſpake by the 
holy Spirit ; which is a Spirit of Truth, and 
never utters any thing contraCiCctory to it ſelf, 
though it may ſeem ſo to us.
